It was the hardest 
earthquake that ever visited this 
place. 

The writer was feeding his 
horse at the time of the shock 
and ran to the street for safety, 
thinking the entire stable was 
falling together. 

The shock was heaviest be¬ 
tween Olive and Lemon Ave¬ 
nues. The First National Bank 
and Johnson’s brick buildings 
appeared to be moving like an 
easy swell on the ocean. 

The large safe in the Mon¬ 
rovia Hotel was moved several 
feet from its location and the 
plastering in the Keefer Block 
began to crack and fall. 

All was excitement and things 
became a little chaotic, especial¬ 
ly in the grocery and crockery 
stores.

THERE SHOULD BE NO PLACE in this week’s activities for 
old thoughts on the part of either the old or the young! To look 
back in retrospect is all right, but only if we do so with full ap¬ 
preciation of the joyful present and the hopeful future. Mans prog¬ 
ress can be measured 1 only by the degree to which he improves on 
the past. To look up, not down; to look out, not in! That’s the thing! 

AS TO PIONEERS, LET ME CALL your attention to a REAL 
old-timer in these parts, a true pioneer who looks not back with 
the embitterment of age, but forward with a youthful, vigorous 
appreciation of life that should put many of us youngsers to shame. 

I refer to our good friend P. L. Bonebrake. For this personal allusion, 
doubtless Mr. B. will paddle my polliwog posterior. But I don’t care; 

I had to say it! „ 

FUN AND NONSENSE ARE RAMPANT and a’holiday spirit pre¬ 
vails throughout the village this week. There is no call for me to 
dwell on the details of the Pioneer Days celebration because they 
wilt be completely covered elsewhere in Mr. Ward's newspaper, some¬ 
times affectionately referred to as The Squeak. Noting that most 
of the boys around here are sporting whiskers of some sort (grew 
some, didn't they—and gruesome, aren't they?), I also note with 
some apprehension that neither POP nor I have such adornments. 

I am told that the penalty for failure to conform is a dunking in 
the horse trough on the village square. Well, tnat s O. K. w.th mo 
because water is my natural element. Besides, my frog hair is too 
fine for a beard. POP'S excuse is that he caught his in a wringer, 
which I don't believe, and I understand he is wearing his swimming 
trunks during the next three days. 

MOM AND POP CAME TO OURVILLE in 1921. They started 
a fruit and vegetable stand in 1925, opened the first store of 
their own in 1928 (that’s the year I hopped into the puddle), and 
three years later they moved into this big little store on the corner 
on the square.

"Cheer up! we're with you still," it counts, for that's the old 
friends' way.

Friday is the 
day which has long been consecrated to the memory of departed 
friends, particularly those whose lives were forfeit in the wars they 
fought so that this country and this nation might still survive. Let us 
bow our heads for a time and let us join in the services which are 
being held in their memory.

WATER RIGHTS 

The purchase included one 
half water rights in Little Santa 
Anita Canyon.

At this time, 1881, there was no 
growth on this slope except 
sage brush, cactus and an oc- 


ing Santa Anita Rancho was 
allocated to one popular Indian 
squaw who later married a 
Scotchman by the name of Don 
Hugo Reid, who received a 
grant from the Mexican govern¬ 
ment for some 13,000 (more or 
loss) acres in 1845 at no cost 
to Reid.

As soon as the settlement had 
an official name, a Federal Post 
Office established, and matters 
were placed on a different basi|. 
Prof. Pierce became the first 
Postmaster at the munificient 
salary of $150 per year. W. H. 
Robinson became the mail car¬ 
rier. This condition remained 
until the Pierce family moved 
away, and the office was trans¬ 
ferred to W. N. Robinson's home 
on North Baldwin Avenue about 
1885. Mrs. Robinson was made 
Postmaster and Mr. Robinson, 
Mrs. Carl Pegler’s father, car¬ 
ried the mail.
